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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating bacterial infections, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for treating or preventing a disease caused by a microbial infection. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. The following eight different factors (see Ex parte Foreman, 230 USPQ at 
547; Wands, In re, 858. F. 2d 731, 8 USPQ 2d 1400, Fed. Cir. 1988) must be 
considered in order for the specification to be enabling for what is being claimed: 
Quantity of experimentation necessary, the amount of direction or guidance provided, 
presence or absence of working examples, the nature of the invention, the state of the 
prior art, the relative skill of those in the art, the predictability or unpredictability and the 
breadth of claims. In the instant case, the specification is not enabling based on atleast 
four of the above mentioned eight different factors such as quantity of experimentation 
necessary, the amount of direction or guidance provided, presence of working examples 
and the state of the prior art. 
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The specification teaches on page 2, last paragraph that the instant compound shows 
potent antibacterial activity against gram-positive bacteria, gram-negative bacteria and 
anaerobic bacteria. Based on these teachings and prior art knowledge, the instant 
compound will have utility in treating bacterial infections. There is no teaching either in 
the specification or prior art regarding all known diseases caused by microbial 
infections. There are no working examples present showing efficacy of instant 
compound in known animal models of all diseases caused by microbial infections. 
There is no guidance provided how the instant compound having antibacterial activity 
against some bacteria will have utility in treating and preventing all known diseases 
caused by microbial infections. In absence of such teachings and guidance and 
presence of working examples, it would require undue experimentation to demonstrate 
the effectiveness of instant compound in all known animal models of all diseases 
caused by microbial infections and hence their utility in treating and preventing these 
disease conditions. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 15-20, the term —disease caused by microbial infection — is indefinite since 
specific diseases are not defined. 
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In claims 18-20, the term —preventing-- is indefinite since the degree of prevention ( 
20%, 40%, 60%, 80% or 100% ) is not defined and furthermore, it is not clear how this 
prevention is being assessed in vivo? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over de Souza ( 
U.S. Patent no. 6,664,267). 

De Souza discloses Crystalline fluoroquinolone arginine salt form, pharmaceutical 
compositions containing this compound and a method of using this compound. The 
crystalline form of exemplified compounds ( see examples 1-4B ) disclosed by de Souza 
differs from the instant compound in being a monohydrate form instead of instant 
tetrahydrate form. However, de Souza teaches various hydate forms ( x can be 0.25, 
0.5, 2.0 or 3.0 ) of compound of formula I ( see column 3, lines 9-35 ). Therefore, it 
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would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to prepare other hydrate forms of the 
instant compound to enhance its stability and solubility properties as taught by de 
Souza ( see col. 2, lines 39-63 ). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a 
showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an invention 
"by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject matter of the 
application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 ; or 
(3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and reference 
are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the application is 
the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2).
